rights. To deny emergency as- 
sistance to distressed peoples be- 
cause it might interfere with free 


enterprise ‘‘and the individual 
states’ is. however, an argu- 


ment which seems hardly in keep- 
ing with either the Christian ethic, 
or political reality. 


It perhaps is necessary to re- 
mind ourselves that we are all 
citizens of the United States — 
not of any one state. We are resi- 
dents of states. We are citizens 
of the United States. And each of 
us has identical rights. 


Therefore, if citizens are hun- 


gry, dispossessed of housing, ut- 
terly without money, unable to: 
find work, and the economic sys- 
tem of the state in which they re- 
side is unable to offer jobs, 
shall the federal government then 
callously ignore the suffering of 
these citizens because to relieve 
them would be violating the rights 
of states and of free enterprise? 
Certainly free enterprise has not 
and would not so protest. And 
assuredly, no state government 
has so argued. Free enterprise 
is not in any manner helped by a 
growing number of unemployed, 
distressed people. It certainly does 
not wish to see them cruelly ig- 
nored by some tortured applica- 
tion of states rights. 


Any suggestion to that effect, | 
to sustain the almost compulsive | 
obsession of Southern _ political 
conservatives with the issue of 
states rights, will hardly be wel- 
comed by the American enter- 
prise system. 


Federal Assistance 


The-uses of states’ rights are 
many, and not always are they 
admirable. But so far as memory 
runs, no proponent of them has 
ever employed the rights of in- 
dividual states as a reason to 
deny federal assistance to dis- 
tressed peoples. However sincere- 
ly or piously made, such a state- 
ment is not edible pie for the 
hungry. | 


The federal government cannot 
afford to be unconcerned with the | 
welfare of its citizens. This was | 
made clear by those founding 


fathers who drew up the Consti- # 


tution. It was needed, they said, 
to promote the general welfare. 
And so it was. And is. 


If qualified citizens in any state 
are denied the right to vote, that 
state may not claim a valid right 
to deny the ballot. If this is at- 
tempted, as has been done, then 
the federal government cannot 
fail to intervene and protect 


/ army 


those rights. 


___If a state exercises its power | 
to deny the right of a fair trial, | 
of peaceful assembly, of worship, 
of free speech or press,. then the | 
federal government must assert 
its power to protect the rights of 
its citizens so denied. 


State Schools 


This, for example, is at the 
heart of the school controversy, 
The federal government has not 
interfered with state control or 
direction of state schools. The 
states may teach what they wish, 
pay teachers little or much, se- 
lect the textbooks, provide poor 
or good quality education, and so 
on. The federal government will 
have nothing to say. But when 
citizens are discriminated against 
in the right to attend school, if 
qualified, then the federal govern- 
ment must act. It cannot do oth- 
erwise. 


Certainly it is not a state’s 
right to permit some of its resi- 
dents to enjoy all constitutional 
guarantees and deny them to 
others. We may not, because of 
custom, prejudice, or personal 
beliefs, expect the government to 
permit any state to do as it pleases 
about the rights of citizens. If 
this were possible, none of us 
could feel safe. 


Finally, of course, it is prepos- 
terous to say there is any state 
right which so much as suggests 
the federal government should not 
vote money to assist its seriously 
distressed citizens. It is necessary 
to remember our government is

Clearly Understood 


Gov. Vandiver wants it “clearly un- 
derstood” that the college age limit bill 
“imposes no hardship” on Georgians who 
want to get an education in the state’s 
university system. He will be disappoint- 
ed. Georgians will never understand that. 
The Georgians in the legislature obvi- 
ously didn’t understand it. That’s why 
they passed a bill to repeal the age limit 
law. 


College officials don’t understand it. 
They look at the realities of economic and 
scholastic life and ask to be left alone. 


Hundreds of Georgians who are over 
the age limit and who want to go to school 
right now don’t understand it. As soon as 
the legislature voted to repeal the old law 
they began applying to schools for admis- 
sion. 


Will officials of new industries plan- 
ning to move to Georgia understand it 
when they are told their employes can’t 
improve their minds and skills at the 
state’s schools unless they are a certain 
age? Will the parents whose children must 
work several years before being able to 
attend college understand it? Will those 
children understand it? 


None of them will understand. 


And when we read that the governor 
is wise enough to say that the “right 
of every citizen to an education” is “a 
precious possession,” we wonder if he 
really, clearly understands what his veto 
would do. 


The governor has changed his mind 
before, when he has seen that the peo- 
ple of his state wanted him to. We hope 
Georgia will let him know now that it 
does not understand, that it wants this law 
repealed, that it, too, believes the right of 
every citizen to an education is a precious 
possession.

Our No. I Challenge: 


Chronic Unemployment 


Secretary of Labor Goldberg warned 
yesterday that if present trends continue 
the nation could have eight million unem- 
ployed by this time next year. 

Unless there is a sharp upturn in the 
economy to provide jobs for new people 
entering the work force and to offset the 
effects of automation, he warns that un- 
employment will become the greatest do- 
mestic problem facing the nation. Seven 
million new jobs must be provided during 
the coming year to reduce jobless rolls to 
4 per cent of the work force. 


The predictions, of course, are based 
on sound facts and reasoning. That is why 
the administration is so concerned about 
the rate of economic growth, expressed 
again yesterday in the announcement that 
President Kennedy will propose drastic 
revisions of the tax structure to encour- 
age investments in industry. 

The nation can and must find the 
answer to this problem. Not only must 
the economy expand into new fields but 
workers displaced by automation must be 
retrained for new jobs in them. Combined 
efforts of government, business and in- 
dustry will be required in this great test 
of the free enterprise system itself.

In an address to the Cobb County 
Chamber of Commerce in Marietta last 
night, Lockheed board chairman, Robert 
E. Gross, reminded his audience that 10 
years ago he assured the state the com- 
pany would be in business here 10 years 
hence. He repeated its determination that 
operations here will be permanent. 

During the decade Lockheed has given 
a tremendous boost to the Georgia econ- 
omy. It has provided the impetus for di- 
versified industry and has demonstrated 
that Georgians can develop the skills 
for it. It has paid out almost a billion dol- 
lars in wages and taxes and has shared its 
business through subcontracting to many 
other Georgia and Southeastern firms. It 
has played a vital part in the nation’s 
defense program. 

Ability of the Georgia division to com- 
pete was proved conclusively when it was 
awarded the contract for the C141 jet 
transport recently. Lockheed’s competi- 
tors concede that it won the billion-dol- 
lar order because of better price and de- 
sign, thanks to its experience in building 
military transports. 

Mr. Gross predicts the C141 will pro- 
vide a breakthrough not only for jet 
transport but for cargo carrying on a 
huge scale. Development plans proceed 
on aerospace vehicles and in other highly 
technical fields. As he puts it, “. . . this 
cargo plane is not the great culmination of 
our work here in Georgia but only the 
prelude of even greater things to come.” 

Georgians are proud of Lockheed and 
its record. They join the company and its 
employes in looking to an even greater 
decade.

U.S. Lays Groundwork 
For a Stronger NATO 


Vice President Johnson, in Paris for a 
NATO meeting, has assured its members 
that the United States is ready and will- 
ing to do “everything within its power” 
to strengthen the alliance. 

The remark comes at a time when 
President Kennedy is moving to do just 
that. He is meeting with Prime Minister 
Macmillan in Washington and next week 
will receive Chancellor Adenauer. He has 
accepted an invitation to visit President 
de Gaulle in Paris next month. 

All mutual problems of the Western 
alliance are being reviwed and out of the 
discussions could come a stronger free- 
world approach to the basic issues facing 
us all. From them could come an end to 
policies of drift and the divisive forces 
which benefit only the Communists. From 
them could come a common front in cop- 
ing with a world revolutionary movement 
that the West must channel to democracy 
and freedom. 

It again became plain last week that 
the Soviet Union’s No. 1 cold war objec- 
tive is to break up this Western alliance. 
Thus alerted, this great concentration of 
power moves again toward unity. While 
there will continue to be differences, with 
national interests sometimes clashing with 
common goals as in Africa, the Kennedy 
administration is moving to exert the 
leadership which only the United States 
can provide.

Kennedy Follows 
In Ike’s Footsteps 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps none of the adages 
that contain an element of basic truth has been SS 
more lavishly used to advance conflicting pur- Sg em 
poses than the French proverb: “‘The more it changes, the more it 


is the same.’’ But a measure of plausible support for the verity of 
the saying is implicit in similarities between several fundamental 
policies of the brand-new administration and the preceding one. 


Despite the fears expressed by 
Democratic legislators and 1960 
campaign orators that the Ejisen- 
hower military defense provisions 
would leave the United States in- 
secure, the recommendations to 
Congress by President Kennedy 
conformed to those of his prede- 
cessor on a wide range of vital 
particulars. And, though the same 
orators implied and pledged that 
classic diplomacy would wholly 
replace President Eisenhower's 
personal approach in primary and 
secondary stages of international 
negotiation, President Kennedy is 
deeply engaged in personal diplo- 
macy in these stages and has ar- 
ranged for more. 


A limited illustration of how 
time changes thinking is pro 
vided by the contrast between 
American public acceptance of 
the President’s Laos policy and 
the attacks on the same concept 
when President Truman formu- 
lated it for China in 1945-1946. 

This policy is to achieve civil 
and military peace between Com- 
munist and anti-Communist fac- 
tions by coalescing them in a 
government committed to inde- 
pendence and international neu- 
trality. When Kennedy announced 
this policy as to Laos, in substi- 


tute for Eisenhower's ill-fated ef- 
fort to establish a pro-Western, 
anti-Communist regime there, it 
was and continues to be favorably 
received by the American people, 
by our principal allies and the 
neutral nations. But Gen. Mar- 
shall’s mission to China for the 
same purpose aroused bitter con- 
troversy among American politi- 
cians and ‘‘old China hands.” 

The Marshall mission was bit- 
terly attacked on the chief ground 
that whenever Communists are 
admitted into a coalition govern- 
ment post-war experience has con- 
clusively shown they will shortly 
take it over, though partition may 
come first, and add the country 
to the Communist orbit. A strong- 
ly urged alternative was that 
only by military intervention could 
China be saved to the West. 

The Truman administration 
could not accomplish the coalition 
and would not risk war by mili- 
tary intervention, especially in be- 
half of the Nationalist regime 
which had developed grave weak- 
nesses. Consequently the Chinese 
mainland fell to the Communists, 
the Nationalist government re- 
tired to Formosa (where only 
U.S. military power maintains it).

WASHINGTON—President Kennedy has de-

politeness has become a fareign policy. Kennedy’s agreement to go 
to Paris in May to see the French president, rather than have him 
here to the White House, is by no means a matter of form, though 


protocol does enter. 

President De Gaulle is the only 
one of the Western Big Four, 
apart from Kennedy himself, who 
is officially a head-of-state.. Of 
the others, Prime Minister Mac- 
millan of Britain is a chief ‘but 
not a head) of state. So is Kon- 
rad Adenauer, as chancellor of 
West Germany. 

In international protocol these 
seemingly dusty ang fusty dis- 
tinctions of etiquette are impor- 
tant—and particularly so in deal- 
ing with De Gaulle. 

All Gaul was once divided into 
three parts, as it used to be said, 
again and yet again in high 
school Latin. And the problem 
Charles de Gaulle presents to his 
Western colleagues is divided into 
at least three parts—all of them 
tough. 

In the first place, the old gen- 
eral’s insistence upon France's 
“‘grandeur’’—and thus on his own 
grandeur—is one of the big facts 
of Western life. He has no great 
interest in going out to see the

cooperation in this top instru- 
mentality of Western security. 

And in the third place, the dis- 
tinct unwillingness of the French 
to risk anything at all to halt 
Communist aggression in Laos has 
put the American President in a 
less-than-happy position in Asia. 

The May meeting in Paris, 
therefore, between the young for- 
mer naval lieutenant and the old 
former generalissimo of war- 
time Free France will be Ken- 
nedy’s most critical test in per- 
sonal diplomacy. 

And what is never mentioned 
here officially, but will be a 
great factor nevertheless, is Ken- 
nedy's religious background. 

The general is a type-figure of 
the traditional Roman Catholicism 
of France. For the first time he 
will be meeting in President Ken- 
nedy a leader from the Anglo- 
American side who is of his own 
faith and cultural tradition. 

It may seem a fanciful sugges- 
tion but it is a fact all the same 
that this human circumstance is 
of high importance. Gen. De 
Gaulle is a far more personal

He Defends Permitting 


Unsworn Testimony 


Atlanta—Although I have been 
a consistent reader of your paper 
for a number of years, I have 
noticed that when you deal with 
matters of a legal nature you 
have consistently either garbled 
the point or stated it totally in- 
accurately. 

Specifically, I would like to call 
your attention to classifying the 
unsworn statement rule a “bad 
law.”” First, I would like to 
know how many juries would 
take the word, sworn or not, of a 
defendant on trial for a felony if 
the state has presented any sort 
of case against him. 

Second, making a criminal de- 
fendant take an oath makes him 
a witness and therefore subject 
to cross-examination. Also, he is 
subject to impeachment, which

would enable the prosecution to 
get any prior convictions before 
the jury. It takes no imagination 
to see how willing an accused per- 
son would be to take the stand if 
past convictions would subse- 
quently be put before the jury. 


Under the unsworn statement 
rule it was a practical impossi- 
bility to cross-examine the ac- 
cused, as he did not have to an- 
swer. As he was not a witness, 
he was not subject to impeach- 
ment. In my _  nonprofessional 
opinion, the ‘‘bad law’’ was one 
of the greatest protections an ac- 
cused person, particularly one 
with any police record, could 
have.

Apparently reacting to that crit-

“Actually,” the governor said, 
‘fhe regentg have delegated to 
the college screening committees 
the authority to decide upon qual- 
ifications which would preclude 
the age limit prohibition,” 


EXCEPTIONS ALLOWED 


His supplementary statement 
also pointed out a section of the 
1959 law which says the regents 
may make exceptions for 
who “possess such ability and fit- 
ness ... that their education at 
public expense is justified.”’ 


The same law says that veter- 
ans who could not apply before 
the age deadlines “shall not be 
denied admission because of 
age.” 


When the governor first an- 
nounced his intention to veto the 
bill, he said, ‘“‘I don’t intend to 
open up the floodgates to appli- 
cants who are far over the age 
limits at the expense of the tax- 
payers.” 


COLLEGE PROBLEMS 


He added Thursday, ‘Some of 
the colleges do have a financial 
and physical accommodation 
problem in meeting the pressure 
of enrollment applications now, 
even with the ban in effect.’

None of their members 


If you've studied fashions

importance of chiffon. 


To work on chiffon, there 
are some precautions you 
should take; the finishing of 
the garment, such as seams, 
is most important. Here are 
some things to watch out for. 


1. Before you even handle 
the fabric, be sure your finger- 
nails and cuticles are smooth. 
If they arent’t, you'll find they 


catch the threads with the 
rough edges. 
2. Next, cover your table 


with a sheet. This will keep 
the fabric from slipping and 
distorting the pattern pieces. 


3. Findings: Have a sharp 
pair of shears on hand. Dull 
edges will chop fabric. Use 
NEW, VERY FINE machine 
needle and No. 9 hand sewing 
needie. Use short machine 
stitch, 15-18 stitches per inch. 
Silk or mercerized cotton thread 
is required. 

4. Baste, do not pin. Chiffon 
not only slips but runs and 
catches as does a stocking. If 
you use pins you'll probably 
lose half of them before you’ve 
finished fitting yourself. When 
making darts, etc., use tailor’s 
tacks, not chalk. 


5. Stitch seams over a piece 
of tissue paper and tear paper 
away when seam is completed. 
You'll find machine stitching 
much easier this way. 


6. Lining: For crisp look, 
use taffeta; for soft drapey 
effect, use rayon or silk crepe. 
Use this lining for fitting pur- 
poses, too. Fit the bodice on 
the lining first, and make as 
many corrections as you can 
on the paper pattern before 
cutting the chiffon. Then, sew

AUGUSTA—Jay Hebert, who had recorded an 
even par 72 to take an early lead on Masters opening 
day, stepped out of the rain and into the locker room 
and promptly made an accurate prediction. 


“The course is not playing too tough,” he said. “Somebody 
will play it real good today. Two bad days of weather down here 
in etn Pounds oo gga up the boys. You’ re likely to see 

he ee. some low scores.’ 


Hebert was asked if he were satis- 
fied with his current form. 


“I'm playing all right,”’ he re- 
plied.’’ Not as good as Arnold Palmer 
and Gary Player, but I wouldn’t mind 
playing a dollar nassau with the rest 
of the boys.” 


All-day rains promoted an off 
track, but as Hebert forecast, the pros 
posted low scores, and the favorites 
were right where they belonged. 


Palmer became the first man 
ever to list his name at the top 
of the field for five straight rounds 
at Augusta. He led, of course, 
from wire to wire last year, and 
he took up right where he left off 
with a cozy %34-34—68 Thursday 
afternoon. 


Outlar 

Palmer had a surprising companion sharing the lead when in 

the shank of the rainy, dreary day, Bob Rosburg blistered the 

back nine in 32 strokes to register 68. Gary Player, second choice 

on the morning line, was only one stroke back. Only two strokes 

or so behind, the field was indeed congested, a tribute to the skill 
of this talented group of golfing masters. 


—Here Comes Arnie’s Army 


But the bright spotlight on this dark day glared brightly on 
Palmer. He was tied on the scoreboard, but he led in attendance 
by a large total. 


“Here comes Arnie’s army,” remarked Jim Anderson of 
Greenville, S.C., as Palmer approached the 18th four under par. 
And most of the large gallery were right on Palmer’s heels. 


He logged a par on 18th, and for the first and last time during 
the day, the Pinkertons had to escort a player to the clubhouse. 
Palmer was swarmed by autograph seekers, the press and pho- 
tographers. 


With the aid .of the Pinkerton convoy, Palmer eventually 
waded through the thick traffic into the crowded locker quarters. 


He lighted a cigarette with a new gold lighter handed him by 
a fan en route, crossed his legs and rendered the routine rundown 
of his round. 


In the Masters preview exhibition at East Lake last Sunday 
and in preliminary outings here, Palmer had been perturbed 
about putting. But the putter was a lethal weapon Thursday, 
and of the 68 strokes only 28 were putts. 


A fellow inquired if Palmer had played better than he an- 
ticipated? 


“‘Not necessarily better,” he answered. “You can’t go by my 
practice rounds. When I play a practice round that’s just what it is. 
I like to play well, but I don’t pay any attention to practice scores. 
That’s why I don’t like to turn them in. I shot an 85 on the first 
practice round last year at St. Andrews.”’ 


—Rosburg Authored The Big Surprise 


Thus, after the first day of play, Palmer is still the man to 
beat in the Masters. Player, as expected, was breathing hot on 
Arnie’s neck, and Jack Nicklaus was the leading amateur with a 70. 


Rosburg, a one-time infielder at Stanford University, af- 
forded the biggest surprise. Few if any citizens had earmarked 
him as_a-serious threat for the crown. 


No one was happier at the end of. the first chapter than Byron 
Nelson, one of the greatest golfers and nicest guys ever to swing 
a club. 


Nelson assaulted the front side in 34 strokes and was an early 
leader at one stage via a 71. 


“I've never played the front side better,”’ Nelson said and 
smiled, as he relaxed in the clubhouse. “If I had been putting, I 
would have had a 65. This is the best round I’ve shot here since 
1955.”” 


The personable Nelson attributed his return to form to a 
pre-tourney tuneup at Seminole and the fact that he is no longer 
having trouble with his back. 


Samuel Jackson Snead wasn’t so personable after soaring to 74. 


‘Thirty-six putts,”’ muttered Sambo. “Did you ever hear of 
that? Yes, I made one birdie when I put it on 15.” After reviewing 
a couple of holes, Snead vanished from the circle of reporters, not 
that anyone cared to hear anymore. 


Snead and Tommy Bolt exchanged barbs during the afternoon. 
Snead reportedly suggested that Bolt let him through on No. 2. 


“Yeah, when Snead gets two or three over,” said Bolt 
later, ‘‘he wants to run around the course.”’ 


The Snead gallery had galloped in front of Bolt on one tee, 
arousing Tommy's temper. ‘I told him he’s got his, let me get 
.mine,’’ Bolt said and laughed. ‘‘He doesn’t know how to needle me.’ 


And no one seems to know how to beat Arnold Palmer at 
Augusta.
